Detroit Diesel expands 


Detroit Diesel Allison Division of 
General Motors held two ground breaking 
ceremonies last Thursday on their 375- 
acre Romulus, property near Metro 
Airport. 

Charles Karrer, manager of the 
division’s diesel operations, gave details of 
the new 574,00 0-square- foot addition to the 
present Parts Distribution Center and a 
new 230,000-square-foot Engineering 
Center to Romulus city officials and 
company personnel 

In his opening remarks, Karrer said, 
“We wanted those of you in Romulus City 
government to share in this ceremony 
because without the helpful cooperation 
you have exhibited in the past, we might 
not be starting these projects here today. 
Your foresight and action in helping to 
make Romulus an attractive area for 
expansion has played a large part in our 
decision to build these new' facilities." 


The new center will also have areas for 
instrumentation and component testing. 

Approximately 75 engineers, 
technicians, and mechanics will work in 
the new center. 

The latest in proven techniques will be 
used to protect the environment and 
conserve energy. Heat generated by the 
test engines will be recovered and used to 
supplement the building’s heating and air 
conditioning system. 

With the completion of these facilities by 
mid-1980, Detroit Diesel Allison will have 
over two million square feet under roof on 
this 375-acre Romulus site. The division 
completed a new 780,000 square foot 
manuiaccunng plant on this site in 1976 
which has become a model of the best in 
environmental control and aesthetics for 
an industrial plant. 


Ground for the Parts Distribution Center 
addition was broken by General Parts 
Manager Dennis G. MeLampy who, 
assisted by Karrer and Romulus Mayor 
James Stewart, used a Detroit Diesel- 
powered air ham mer to break up a piece of 
the old airport runway on the site. The 
runway is a remnant of the Stinson Air- 
craft Company, a name well-known in the 
aviation industry during the 30’s and 40’s. 

Robert Brueck, manager of industrial 
government relations, helped welcome 
visiting dignitaries at the ground- 
breakings. 

The expanded Parts Distribution Center 
is designed to have the capacity to ship 450 
tons of parts per day, according to 
MeLampy. 

MeLampy explained tliat the new ad- 
dition will be fvDv automated, using 


computer controDed hi^i-bay storage 
systems as well as the computer-run mini- 
stackers for small parts. New packaging 
equipment will also be used. 

Employment at the Parts Distribution 
Center is expected to increase by about 300 
jobs when the project is completed in mid- 
1980. 

Director of Engineering Frank Sinks, 
who also had the help of Mayor Stewart 
and Karrer, officially broke g-ound for the 
Engineering Center with a Detroit Diesel- 
powered front-end bader. 

The Engineering Center is expected to 
be complete in early 1979. It will house 12 
engine performance test cells which will 
be used for engine developnental testing, 
researching new applications, improving 
fuel economy and horsepower, and 
reducing emission levels. Diesel 
Operations currently has 54 engine test 
ceils in Bedford.

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Michigan’s Labor Day weekend 
should be the third record travel 
holiday this year as motorists are 
expected to drive 680 million miles 
over the 4-day period, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

The previous Labor Day weekend 
travel record was the 660 million 
miles Michigan motorists rolled up 
over a similar 78-hour period in 1976. 

“Both this year’s Memorial Day 
and Fourth of July weekends were 
record-breakers, too, and they set 
the stage for what could be a 10 to 20 
percent increase over last summer’s 
record Bicentennial travel,’* said 
Joseph L. Ratke, Auto Club Touring 
manager. 

Over-all for 1977, state officials 
are predicting travelers will spend 
some $4.07 billion while on trips in 
Michigan. That would be 4 percent 
higher than last year’s $3.9 billion 
direct expenditures for travel and 
tourism in the state. 

“Since tourism is Michigan’s 
second largest industry behind 
manufacturing, this rise in ex- 
penditures will mean much to the 
state,” Ratke said. 

He noted that while 1975 and 1976 
were bad economically for 
Michigan, the tourist industry 
registered increases both years. 

“In fact, last year’s tourism 
bonanza generated 200,000 jobs and 


$131 million in tax revenues for the 
state treasury,” he said. 

Statistics show 15 million to 20 
million people vacationed in 
Michigan last year, making it one of 
the six most-visited states. An ad- 
ditional two million visitors are 
expected this year. 

During the first seven months of 
this year, the Michi^n Travel 
Bureau received 16 percent more 
inquiries about vacations in 
Michigan compared to 1976. 

Traditional barometers of 
tourism, such as fudge sales on 
Mackinac Island, Mackinac Bridge 
crossings and state park attendance, 
all indicate a banner year in 1977. 

“We got off to a good start when 
they sold out of fudge on Mackinac 
Island over the Memorial Day 
weekend,” Ratke noted. He added 
that Mackinac Bridge crossings for 
the first seven months of 1977 are 
nearly 4 percent above last year’s, 
and state park attendance is running 
7 percent ahead of 1976. 

Peak travel periods during the 
Labor Day weekend should be 
between 7 and 10 p.m. Friday, when 
motorists start their journeys, and 
between 2 and 10 p.m. Monday, 
during the homebound rush. 

Auto club is cautioning motorists 
to observe the gas-saving, life- 
saving 55-mile-per-hour speed limit 
to help reverse this year’s trend 



toward higher holiday death tolls. 
Thirty-one persons died on Michigan 
highways over the Memorial Day 
weekend, and the death toll for the 
July Fourth holiday was even higher 
— 32. 

The 31 persons killed last year 
over the Labor Day weekend 
represented the state’s highest 
death toll for that holiday since 1968, 
when 51 persons were killed.

26 square off in primary election 


With less than two weeks until the Sept. 12 
primary election, 26 candidates are squaring 
off to fill positions of mayor and council in 
Romulus city government. 

Four other candidates, including two in- 
cumbents, are vying for city clerk and city 
treasurer, but no primary will be held for 
those two offices, since only two candidates 
have filed for each of those offices. 

In line with its announced policy of 
publishing biographical information sub- 
mitted by candidates, Associated 
Newspapers this week brings its readers a 
rundown on the 10 members of the Troutt 
slate and two candidates vying for council 
seats on an independent basis. 

Running independently for council, but 
sharing the same political literature are Ray 
Cantrell and Gary Bingamen. 

Cantrell, 49, has worked for 27 years as an 
electrician for the Great Lakes Steel Corp., 
and is also employed part-time as an ex- 
cavating contractor. He supports housing for 
Romulus senior citizens and better working 
relations between council and the city ad- 
ministration. 

A veteran of World War II with the U. S. 
Navy, Cantrell attended school in Ashland, 
Ky., and Cass Tech. He is a member of United 
Steel Workers Union Local 1299, Masonic 
Order Lodge 170, F&AM of Wyandotte, and 
the Moslem Temple of Detroit.

A resident of Romulus for 11 years and of 
Wayne County for 26 years, Cantrell and his 
wife, Pauline, have two children, Raymond 
and Linda. They reside at 16080 Dodge, 
Romulus. 

Gary Bingamen, 31, former administrative 
assistant to the city of Romulus in 1974, since 
1975 has been licensed by the state of 
Michigan to implement insured pension 
trusts. 

Like Cantrell, Bingamen also supports 
expanded senior citizens programs and 
development of senior citizen housing. He and 
Cantrell also are in favor of federally-funded 
community recreation center, expansion of 
fire and police protection, new paving and 
sewer programs and establishment of an open 
door policy to all citizens on their problems 
and ideas. 

Bingamen served for three years with the 
U.S. Army in Viet Nam. He is a charter 
member of the Romulus Lions Club, served as 
chairman of the 1974 Romulus Cleanup 
Program and is active in the Romulus Soft- 
ball League. 

He, his wife, Mary, and two daughters, 
Michelle, and Nicole, reside at 35540 
Margaret, Romulus. 

In the primary race for mayor, Incumbent 
James C. Stewart is being challenged by 
former mayor, Terry Troutt, and William 
Oakley, Romulus councilman. 

Pushing his 10-candidate slate, Troutt relies 
strongly upon his political background, which 
also includes eight years as Romulus 
Township supervisor, and two years as state 
senator from the 13th dstrict. 

Troutt also served as chairman of the 
Wayne County Board of Supervisors ways 
and means committee and is affiliated with 
the UAW-CIP labor union. He has served as 
director on the People’s Community Hospital 
Authority and as chairman of the 15th 
Congressional District Democratic 
Organization. 

During his term as mayor from 1973-75, 
Troutt claims to have completed more than 46 
miles of road paving, gave the city its biggest 
recreational program, initiated snow 
removal, removed blighted buildings, ob- 
tained federal funds for new fire station and 
plans for 34th District Court, reorganized 
Department of Public Works, hired an in- 
dustrial coordinator, and gave the city a 
Master Plan. 

Troutt, 56, was bom in Kennett, Mo., and 
has lived in Romulus since 1941. He, his wife, 
and two daughters reside at 16365 Farnum, 
Romulus. A member of the VFW Post 9568 in 
Romulus since 1946, he served with the U. S. 
Navy for four years in the Pacific 
Attempting to unseat Leonard Folmar as 
city clerk is Gerald (Jerry) Kubiak, 45, 
director of public safety. He is campaigning 
on a platform calling for more efficient 
operation of the clerk’s office, thus 
eliminating waste of the taxpayers’ money. 
He is strongly opposed to all tax increases. 

A member ctf the Troutt team, Kubiak has 
resided in Romulus for eight years and claims 
civic involvement for the past seven years. 

He served four years in the U.S. Navy and 
16 years with the Michigan National Guard. 
He has served as chairman of the Romulus 
Goodfe Hows, chair man of the Police. Fire and 
Safety Commission, treasurer of the Romulus 
DemocraticClub, executive board member of 
the 15th Congressional Democratic District, 
and second precinct delegate for two terms. 

He and his wife, Lorraine, reside at 28490 
Cherry, Romulus. They have two daughters. 
Mrs. William C. (Debbie) Cox. and Beverly 
Jean, a junior at Romulus High School. 

Also a stalwart member of the Troutt team 
is incumbent city treasurer, John B 
Lewkowicz, now completing his second term. 
He is campaigning on a platform of a proven 
record for hard work, dedication and in- 
sistence upon spending city funds in ac- 
cordance with the city charter. 

Lewkowicz, 59, emphasized his office has 
earned $957,000 in interest through in- 
vestments for local taxpayers and the receipt 
of several grant funds 
He has served as treasurer of the Romulus 
Democratic Club for 10 years, Romulus 
Township Board of Water Commissioners, 
member of the local Kiwanis Club and served

as negotiator and chairman for the UAW

He is a member of VFW Post 9568, a 
member and usher of St. Aloysius Church, 
former Scout master, former member of 
board of canvassers and treasurer of the 15th 
Democratic Congressional District. 

He and his wife, Pauline, are parents of five 
sons and three daughters and reside at 36723 
Grant Rd., Romulus. 

One of the seven members of the Troutt 
slate running for council is Mary L. Carter, 
40. director of local housing and urban 
renewal since September of 1975. She has 
. worked for the city of Romulus in several 
positions since 1959. 

She advocates being responsive to the needs 
of all of the community — senior citizens, 
schools and industry She stresses that city 
employees and elected officials are servants 
of the people and favors public service jobs 
for the unemployed. Day Care centers, senior 
citizen housing and a shopping center for the 
city. 

Mrs. Carter graduated from Romulus High 
School in 1955 and attended Cleary College, 
Southern Illinois University. Wayne County 
Community College, and University of

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Pack your swimsuit 
for Lake Huron trip 



(This is the 13th in a series of 15 
weekly articles on bicycle touring 
through Michigan. These features 
are designed to encourage Michigan 
tourism and promote bicycling near 
population centers.) 

Pack a swimsuit and binoculars 
for a scenic 123-mile bicycle trip 
past Lake Huron's white sandy 
beaches and picturesque old 
lighthouses, huge limestone 
quarries resembling the moon's 
surface and the cascading water of 
Lower Michigan’s only waterfall, 
advises Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

The route follows US-23 between 
Alpena and Rogers City, detours to 
beautiful Presque Isle Harbor via 
county roads, then travels inland 
through forested vacationland and 
rolling farm country via more 
county roads and M-65, M-68 and M- 
32. 

For a 75-mile trip covering just 
the eastern portion of the route, 
bikers can use M-65 to link up with 
US-23 and M-32. 

The most scenic stretch of 
pedaling is at Presque Isle Harbor, 
where deer often cross the road to 
flee into woods that stretch to Lake 
Huron’s shore. 

Bikers will be glad they packed 
swimsuits and binoculars once at the 
sandy beach and old lighthouse 
which can be climbed for a breath- 
taking view of sailboats anchored in 
the harbor’s dear blue water. 

The lighthouse is reached either 
by leaving US-23 at Grand Lake 
Road and going north to County 
Road 406 — a distance of about 13 
miles— or by leaving US-23 at CR-638 
and traveling east seven miles. CR- 
638 is gravel for about two miles, but 
it is well-graded and the forest views 
are worth the trip. 

TT)e Old Presque Isle Lighthouse, 
built in 1840 when the harbor was a 
busy Great Lakes port, now is a 
museum, and the restored light 
keeper’s cottage and light are open 
to the public A climb up the 
lighthouse’s handchiseled stone 
stairs is rewarded by a panoramic 
view of blue water and lush green 
forests. 

About a mile north is the now- 
automated U.S. Coast Guard 
Lighthouse, built in 1871. Its grounds 
make up a county -owned park where 
bikers can picnic and rest 

Presque Isle Harbor is 23 miles 
north of Alpena a nd 20 miles south of 
Rogers City. Both Alpena and 
Rogers City boast beautiful 
municipal beaches and city parks, 
and their location in the midst of 
huge limestone deposits has made 
them world famous. 

U.S. Steel’s limestone operations 
at its Calrite Quarry in Rogers City 
are the world’s largest and can be 
viewed by leaving US-23 at BR-23 
and traveling a half-mile north to 
Quarry View. This lookout station is 
staffed by a guide in summer and a 
picnic table and restrooms are 
available to visitors. 

The quarry, five miles long and 
three miles wide, resembles a vast 
wasteland similar to the moon’s 
surface. Harbor View on the 
lakefront in Rogers City gives 
bikers a chance to see Great Lakes 
ships being loaded with limestone 
from mountains of the crushed rock. 

Limestone is a basic material in 
the production of Portland cement, 
and Huron Portland Cement Co. at 
Alpena is the largest cement plant in 
the world. 

While in Alpena, also visit the 
Wildfowl Sanctuary, where a nickle 
buys com from a machine to feed 
the birds, and the Jesse Besser 
Museum, named for the industrialist 
who developed the first concrete 
block machine. 

The museum has an Avenue of

1890 Shops inside and outside a fence 
made of iron ore and a bow anchor, 
both taken from the steamer 
Pewabic, which sank off Thunder 
Bay Island in 1865. TTiree 19th 
century buildings have been moved 
to the museum groinds and are 
being restored. 

Both loop6 of the bike tour include 
the farming community of Posen on 
M-65, where a potato festival is held 
every September. Spud Road is 
located just a mile east of town. 

Bikers who take the complete 
circle tour extending to Rogers City, 
then west and south on M-68, see 
Lower Michigan’s only waterfall— 
Ocqueoc Falls. There is a camp- 
groind adjacent to the falls, and 
kids and adults alike get a kick out of 
diving inder the cascading water. 

Leaving M-68 at Millersburg 
Road, the route continues through 
Millersburg and Hawks via CR-638, 
CR-451 and CR-634 before rejoining 
M-65 at Posen. Most of CR-638 
traverses forestland dotted with 
lakes and resort cottages. The rest 
of the trip to Posen is along miles of 
cornfields. 

There is a community park with a 
swimming hole at Millersburg. Just 
southwest of Po6en, Fletcher County 
Park offers swimming, picnicking 
and camping. To reach Fletcher 
Park, leave M-65 at Maple Lane 
Road and travel west one mile to 


Leer Road, then go north another 
mile. 

At the intersection of Maple Lane 
and Leer, there is a prehistoric 
sinkhole-* pit about 150 feet deep 
formed by the interaction of water 
with limestone. There are other 
sinkholes in the area. Most are on 
private property and permission 
must be obtained from the owner 
before trying any “sinkhole search- 
ing”. 

Following M-65 south to the in- 
tersection of M-32, bikers will find 
another delightful resting place at 
the park in Long Rapids. From the 
M-65 and M-32 intersection, it is just 
13 miles east to Alpena. 

Motels and campgrounds are 
situated along tjie route, and bikers 
should have no trouble finding parks 
for rest stops. 

Bicyclists should pave themselves 
according to their ability. The 
League of American Wheelmen 
estimates the average bicyclist can 
cover 35 to 50 miles a day with ease. 
A card and pamphlet containing 
bicycle safety tips are available free 
at all Automobile Gub of Michigan 
rffices.

Spraying gets 
rid of wasps 

This week’s tips from the Garden Doctor include: 

Q: Our tomatoes aren’t ripening. What can be 
done? 

A: If the only symptom is a hesitancy to ripen 
nothing can be done to hurry them. Plenty of direct 
sunshine will aid the ripening, so each spring select 
planting sites with maximum sun. But for now, 
patience is the only recommendation. Cutting away 
tomato leaves will lessen the food producing 
potential of the plant and may promote “sun- 
buming”, if leaf removal is excessive. 

Q: How will we know when our cantaloupes are 
ripe? 

A: Cantaloupes will yellow somewhat between the 
netting of the rind. At this time pick up the melon. If 
the stem disconnects from, the fruit, it is ripe. If the 
stem does not fall away, set the melon down and try 
again in a couple of days. 

Q: Birds are feeding on our lawn in large num- 
bers. Does this mean we have a grub problem? 

A: Birds will feed on many insects, not only those 
considered lawn pests. Don't assume you need to 
treat for grubs without first verifying that they are 
present in large numbers. Cut an lift one square 
foot of sod in the suspected area. Examine the root 
zone. If there are several grubs per square foot and 
the lawn is browning, then treat with Diazinon or 
Chlordan® 

Q: How can we store our leftover seeds until next 
year? 

A: Store seeds in tightly closed containers where 
it’s cool. A tablespoon of powdered milk can be 
i folded inside a tissue and put into the storage 
container to absorb any moisture that may seep in. 
The germination rate will decline a bit, even under 
the best of conditions, but can be rectified by sowing 
year-old seeds more heavily. 

Q: We have fusarium blight in our lawn and want to 
resod. What can we use on the soil so we won’t get the 
disease in our new lawn? 

A: There is no effective soil treatment for the 
prevention of this disease. Your best step to alleviate 
the symptoms is to choose a blend of bluegrasses, 
which has one of the following grasses as one of its 
components: Adelphi, Cheri, Baron, Majestic, Parade 
or Touchdown. These have some natural resistance. 
Secondly, if your soil is extremely sandy or a hard clay 
improve it by mixing inliberal amounts of peat, com- 
post, decomposed, sawdust or top6oil. 

Q: I’ve reseeded my lawn in the past, but the seed 
never comes up. What is wrong? 

A: The usual cause is neglecting to keep the soil 
surface moist at all times for the 2- to 3-week period 
after seeding. That means wateringas often as twice a 
day, if it’s hot and dry. If fertilizer is not mixed into the 
soil, but only sprinkled on the surface in close 
proximity to the seeds, sprouting also will be ham- 
pered. Another cause may be that such a volume of 
water was put on the seedbed that the seeds were 
washed away.

Yesterday Dayton , tomorrow our community? 


A sign of the times and a sad 
testimonial to the way some public 
officials are meeting their re- 
sponsibilities was the recent 
strike of firefighters in Dayton, 
Ohio. 

Dayton became the fishbowl of 
the nation as millions of Americans 
sat glued to their television sets 
watching the Dayton firemen stand 
by and let homes in that city go up 

in flames.

This situation was the result of 
the firemen's dissatisfaction with 
contract negotiations between their 
union and the city. 

Following more than a year of 
discussion between the firemen 


and the city, the firemen's union 
made the decision to 'strike' in 
order to bring its message more 
clearly before the public. 

While we can accept the fact that 
the firefighters may have felt that 
they had no other choice other than 
to strike, it is the result of their 
actions that raises serious 
questions regarding the right of 
civil servants to strike. 

Looking at the situation in 
Dayton on the basis of the In- 
dividual fireman, there Is little 
question that these rpen are 
dedicated to theil* jobs of 
protecting the public. But, when 
these same individuals stood by

Murder 
everyone ’s 
responsibility

A recent crime story prompted me to 
reflect upon rampant murders, which take 
the lives of thousands yearly in the United 
States, and to comment upon this tragic 
20th Century illness. 

Part of my duties at Associated 
Newspapers is covering the general news 
beat for the Inkster Ledger-Star. In doing 
so, I attend council meetings, and it was 
there that I first saw Charles Thompson, 
director of the Inkster Housing and 
Development Commission. 

I did not know the elderly gentleman 
except for a telephone call which I made to 
him sometime back concerning a news 
story. I did hear him talk at several 
council sessions in the course of his duties 
as housing director. 

Mr. Thompson seemed like a kindly 
gentle senior citizen and the type of person 
who would not harm a fly. 

Imagine my surprise last Thursday 
morning upon coming to work to find out 
that he had been stabbed to death at his 
home a few short hours earlier. 

My thoughts turned to the subject of 
murder. I felt, that regardless of what kind 
of human being Mr. Thompson was, or 
anyone else for that matter, for them to be 
so coldly dispatched from this world 
certainly is not on the Creator’s game plan 
for any of us. 

I tried to imagine myself in a position or 
situation in which I would have to kill 
another human being Save for self 
defense, a predicament in which someone 
else was attempting to take my life, or a 
spot where the lives of my loved ones were 
threatened, I could not visualize myself 
killing anyone purposely. 

I could imagine shooting someone at- 
tempting to break into my house or 
stealing my property, and having them 
die from injuries sustained 

At this point in my reflections, I came to 
some conclusions, strictly my own. For 
one human to take the life of another 
deliberately, that person must be mentally 
deranged, or the universal sense of values 
against taking a life, implanted in most of 
us while still young children, is missing. 

Every religious denomination I’ve ever 
come across, from Christianity to Bud-

dhism, teaches against taking the life of a 
fellow human being. In almost every case, 
parents who belong to or subscribe to 
specific religious philosophies, instruct 
their offspring that it is morally \yrong to 
murder or to kill. In the same vein, 
churches, schools and almost every area 
of society preach the same moral con- 
sideration — that human life is precious, 
God-given, and not to be snuffed out at the 
hands of his fellow human. 

Americans, on the whole, would like to 
sit back and look down their noses at the 
rest of the world, believing that they are so 
superior in just about every way. But, the 
sad truth is that our nation leads the world 
in murder on a per capita basis, and by a 
big, big margin! 

All of us, from the President on down to 
the average every-day working parent, 
must share in the blame for the lack of 
proper training in our young people in 
behavior patterns commensurate with the 
boasted-about high morals and principles 
in this land of democracy. 

We must all take a good long, hard look 
at ourselves, determine what it is we are 
doing wrong, and take constructive steps 
that will lead to stemming more and more 
murders throughout our country. 

1 heard a startling statistic the other day 
which shocked me. During one year, I 
believe it was either 1975 or 1976, more 
murders were committed in Detroit for 
that one-year period than in an entire five 
years of fighting in Ireland between the 
Catholics and the Protestants! 

Almost every American without ex- 
ception will state that he or she knows it is 
wrong to kill another human. But, it is that 
small, very small segment of our society 
that is responsible for almost all murders 
in our nation. 

Therefore, the rest of society, the 
“good” guys, must take it upon them- 
selves to properly train each and every 
child in the sacredness and preciousness of 
the life so miraculously bestowed upon us 
by God By doing this, possibly we can 
greatly reduce, even almost wipe out, that 
small group of teenagers and adult “bad” 
guys perpetrating murders in our land. 



and watched while entire homes 
were being consumed by flames, 
then It has to be assumed that It 
was peer pressure that forced them 
Into such an outrageous situation. 

It will now be the task of those 
Dayton firemen to explain to the 
citizens of their community how 
they could have possibly made 
such a decision. This decision 
forced many residents of Dayton to 
stand by helplessly and watch all 
their worldly goods go up in smoke, 
to watch while their entire lives 
were being wiped out before their 
very eyes. 

The explanation that the 
firefighters now owe the citizens of 


their community will be extremely 
difficult to sell. 

The results of their 14-day strike 
will require years to undo. Not only 
will the lost personal property 
which resulted from the walkout 
require years to replace, if ever, 
but the loss of the public trust in 
their civil servants will also take a 
considerable amount of time to be 
restored. 

We feel that the firefighters in 
Dayton are the losers. We feel that 
the city of Daytoi? also is the loser, 
and more importantly, we feel that 
the citizens of Dayton who placed 
their trust in the system are the 
biggest losers of all. 


It is time for society to address 
the problems that are facing us. 
Rather than hide our heads, we 
must now go to work to develop 
concrete solutions to problems 
such as strikes by civil servants. 

It would have not been an ex- 
treme move in our eyes for the fire- 1 
fighters involved in this strike to 
have been dismissed from their 
positions as a result of their action. 

Somewhere, a line must be 
drawn between community in- 
terest and self interest. 

That line must favor the mem- 
bers of the community. Yesterday 
it was Dayton, tomorrow could it be 
our community?

Child porno legislation passes senate 


Michigan will become one of the first 
states in the country to protect children 
from being exploited in pornographic 
material if legislation adopted today in the 
Senate is signed into law. 

The two-bill package, I sponsored 
prohibits the use of children under 18 years 
of age in pornographic material and im- 
poses tough penalties on violators of the 
measures. The legislation also establishes 
reporting procedures with the Department 
of Social Services when cases of child 
pornography are suspected. 

I am pleased that the Senate moved so 
promptly on this needed legislation because 
I believe it will protect many children from 
the undue emotional, psychological and 
physical harm that is caused by the por- 
nography trade. 

As the sponsor of this legislation I want to 
make it clear that my intent is not to in- 
terfere with the First Amendment’s 
freedom of speech guarantees; however, no 
rational person can possibly believe that 
such guarantees include the right to exploit 
young children sexually. 

Hopefully, this legislation will also prompt 


other states across the country to enact 
similar protective measures. 

The current absence of any federal or 
state laws prohibiting child pornography 
has resulted in the widespread use of 
children in pornographic materials. 

It has been estimated that some 1.2 
million children nationwide have been 
exploited in this manner. In Michigan alone, 
police have investigated 12 locations where 
the pornographic use of children has been 
reported. 

A total of 80 children are believed to have 
been involved in Muskegon and 30 are 
suspected to have been exploited in a case in 
Flint. 

Although Michigan has laws governing 
sexual abuse involving an adult and a child, 
none deal with acts performed solely by 
children when they are allowed, en- 
couraged, or enticed by an adult to par- 
ticipate in sexual activity for commercial 
Durooses. 

Under termsof my legislation, anyone who 
allows, arranges or attempts to permit 
children under 18 to engage in an abusive 
sexual act for a commercial purpose would

HOW'S position 
refuted 

To the Editor: 

A spokesperson for HOW Inc. recently 
wrote in opposition to House Bill 4425, a 
Bill which if passed would remove the 
current prohibition on teaching birth 
control in the public schools in Michigan. 

A major premise stated by the writer 
was that current increases in sexual ac- 
tivities, pregnancies, abortions and V.D. 
parallel the recent introduction of sex 
education classes in Michigan schools. 

It is currently forbidden by Section 
340.782 of Public Act 1955, No. 269 for a 
classroom teacher to give instruction in 
birth control or abortion, so that any claim 
that points to school curriculum as the 
basis for teenage pregnancies and abor- 
tions is unfounded. 

Schools in Michigan have not been given 
an opportunity to teach children how not to 
get pregnant. To suggest that Michigan 
schools are responsible for the adolescent 
sexual ills of the State is without foun- 
dation. The schools in my opinion relate to 
the problem not because of what they 
teach, but rather because of what they do 
not teach! 

It was alscf implied that the Minimum 
Performance Objectives for Health 
Education in Michigan mandate sex 
education in the schools. Such is not the 
case. Sex education is optional in Michigan 
schools. 

The writer a Iso implies that increases in 
venereal disease are related to increases 
‘ in V.D. classroom instruction. My 
professional experience will verify that at 
least 75 percent of all seniors in Wayne 
County will not have had a formal venereal 
disease instruction program upon 
graduation. According to current 
estimates, within a typical high school 
graduating class of 500, 100 students will 
have had gonorrhea by the time they 
graduate. Public health officials admit 
that the V.D. epidemic is primarily an 
epidemic caused by ignorance, fear and 
shame; symptoms which seem ap- 
propriately suited to the educational 
process. 

Granted, achievement levels attained by 
some students in some subjects from some 
schools are inadequate to properly 
prepare an individual fora productive life. 
The problem often stems from a student’s 
lack of interest in a particular subject 
because it may seem to have limited 
relevance to his or her current goal or 
needs. 

4 However, it is my expedience that when 
matters pertaining to human sexuality and 
healthy maintenance of the body are 
discussed in the classroom, there is never 
a lack of attention. 

It is apparent to me that our children 
have an overwhelming need to know about 
themselves and how they relate to their 
peers — a need that many schools and 
parents have yet to satisfy.

be guilty of a felony punishable by a jail 
term of up to 20 years, a fine up to $20,000 or 
both. 

Persons who make or finance or attempt 
to produce or bankroll obscene material 
involving youths also would be subject to the 
same penalties. 

Anyone who plays an “incidental” role in 
the production or financing of pornographic 
material involving children under 18 would 
be liable for a jail sentence of up to 7 years 
and a $10,000 fine. 

Persons who market or display child 
pornography also would be guilty of a felony 
punishable by a maximum 7-year sentence 
and a $10,000 fine. 


By imposing harsh penalties on anyone 
even remotely involved in this traffic, we 
should be able to help eliminate the child 
pornography industry throughout the 
country, not just drive it out of our own 
state. 

In addition to imposing strict penalties on 
people who abuse children in this way, my 
legislation includes a provision which should 
make it easier to identify those people and 
bring them to trial. 

That provision would require child care 
providers who suspect any abuse to report 
incidents to the Department of Social Ser- 
vices. The Department, in turn, would be 
required to report cases to local prosecuting 
attorneys.

Good old days revisited

As a prelude to this week’s column, some 
words of explanation are evidently in order.

And that’s my theme, so let’s continue. 

There’s a lot of talk today about what 
some think to be a new social phenomenon. 
They call it mass transit Good grief, 
Charlie Brown, we had so-called mass 
transit in Detroit when I was a mere 
stripling. 

I grew up in Northwest Detroit — about 
two blocks North of the Grand River- 
Greenfield intersection. Now in those goood 
old days, if I had managed to scrounge 
together a few pennies, I liked to go 
downtown to visit one of the magnificent 
theatres or the Vernor’s Ginger Ale plant at 
the foot of Woodward Avenue. Usually, 
there would be two or three of us from our 
rat pack and we’d try to make an all-day 
affair of our safari — watching every penny 
we spent And that wasn’t too hard when you 
consider that we had precious few pennies 
anyhow. 

The trip was accomplished on the Grand 
River streetcar, and it cost 6 cents each 
way. But the ride. Wow ! The streetcar — or 
trolley if you came from a Canadian or 
English background — was a large mass 
transit machine equipped with steel-hard.

cane-back seats a nd as it lumbered down the 
middle of the street, I’m convinced its 
motions gave rise to the later-day rock and 
roll song called *Shake, Rattle, and Roll’. 

There would be occassional stops for the 
motorman to get out with a huge crowbar 
and straighten out a length of track at some 
intersections (Livemois, for instance) so 
that we would continue going East, and not 
turn to the North or South. 

It waspershaps 10 to 12 miles from where 
we’d get aboard the streetcar to the bowels 
of the city. Yet, you could usually bank on a 
45-minute trip — and it was not all that 
uncommon for the ride to take an hour or 
more. 

Now contrast those good old days of mass 
transit with 1977. 1 mu6t, from time to time, 
visit downtown Detroit in the course of my 
work. My office is next door to the Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne, and the distance to 
downtown approaches 25 miles. Today, I 
climb in a modem automobile, turn on the 
air conditioning, pick out a radio station 
which pleases me, and with power brakes, 
powersteering, and automatic transmission 
I glide downtown in 35 to 40 minutes. 
Today’s way is clearly preferable to the 6- 
cent streetcar ride. 

Then there was the clothing of the 1930’s. 
I’m sure that every man my age can 
remember wearing an outrageous pair of 
trousers known as knickers. Not only did 
these infantile britches look totally moronic, 
but they were usually made of corduroy. 
Now corduroy is a utile, absolutely prac- 
tical material. But it has one distressing 
characteristic. When you walked, the ribs 
would rub together and play a song. One 
never knew whether he was being followed 
by three small boys wearing corduroy 
knickers, or whether a Latino band had 
infiltrated and was playing an out-of-beat 
versionof the Mexican Hat Dance. Of course 
there was possibly one saving grace. You 
never had to worry about being attacked 
from the rear by anyone wearing corduroy 
knickers — the attacker would give himself 


away about 100 yards before he got to your 
position! 

Wash and wear clothing? What was that in 
the good old days? It wasn’t, that what it 
was. A man’s trousers, after only a few 
hours of wear, had more horizontal creases 
than the two verticals they were supposed to 
boast.

Polio is simply a word in a history book to 
my 21-year old son and his wife. They have 
read about Drs. Salk and Sabin and the 
vaccines developed by these two resear- 
chers. But, thank God, they don’t have to be 
worried about the threat of polio. I could 
take literaDy 100’s of column inches con- 
trasting modern-day medicine and surgical 
innovations with the good old days. It’s not 
reallv necessary, is it? If vou are honest 
with yourself, you’ll be forced to admit that 
today is O.K. It’s not Utopia, but then I’m 
not so sure it’s suppossed to be 

Remember the past, and go to school on it. 
But for the sake of your own sanity, don’t try 
to live in it.

ELVIS 

'Secluded lifestyle 
made him happy'

"I think all the stories 
about wine, women and 
drugs are just not true. 
People want to believe this 
about Elvis and It's just not 
so. His quiet-type, secluded 
lifestyle was what made him 
happy. 

''He liked to be alone with 
his friends — he was a down- 
to-earth country boy— and 
this is what made him happy. 
Very humble, In fact." 

This Is the description of 
Elvis Presley given by Dr. 
Frederick K. Lewerenz, a 
Detroit doctor who was the 
famous rock-and-roll 
singer's personal physician 
when he performed In 
Michigan and the mid- 
western United States. 

A Belleville woman, 
Virigina Walker, who lives In 
Holiday Woods Mobile Home 
Park, Belleville, has worked 
nearly six years for Dr. 
Lewerenz and knows of her 
employer's great affection 
for Elvis. 

"Dr. Lewerenz was very 
fond of Elvis Presley and 
considered him a close 
personal friend," said the 
medical technologist, who 
serves as office manager of 
the Lewerenz Clinic, 18819 W. 
McNichols. 

She put the Associated 
Newspapers in touch with 
Dr. Lewerenz who fondly 
recalled his experiences with 
Elvis, who died last week of 
constriction of a‘ main artery 
to the heart. 

Dr. Lewerenz, 35, called 
Memphis at 9:30 a.m. on the 
day Presley died to talk with 
his personal friend. Dr. 
George Nlchopolous, who has 
been Elvis' personal 
physician for the past 10 
years. • 

"I called Dr. Nick (as 
Lewerenz referred to him) at 
his office just to talk about 
Elvis' personal 10 -day tour 
which was schedled to start 
In Portland, Me." recalled 
Dr. Lewerenz. 

"He was unaware of 
anything being wrong at that 
time. Elvis was on 
medication for high blood 
pressure and on diet pills for 
his big appetite. He had a 
horrendous appetite. He 
really liked to eat — and got 
up to about 210 pounds when I 
was with him on tour In 
March when he performed at 
Olympia Stadium in Detroit, 
Saginaw, Toledo, Ann Arbor, 
Kalamazoo, Chicago, 
Milwaukee and Madison." 

"He took medication for 
high blood pressure and diet 
pills for his big appetite — 
but I know he wasn't on 
drugs," he said. "He didn't 
smoke, or drink and didn't 
use drugs. 

"At one time, Elvis had a 
large Intestine problem 
which led to colon trouble. 
That gave him digestive 
problems, discomfort and 
pain. His colon disease 
caused him to kind of puff up 
and look a lot heavier In the 
stomach and face. The rest of 
his body didn't puff up. 

"It took a lot of effort to put 
all out for an hour and a half 
performance." 

Dr. Lewerenz explained 
that the cause of death was a 
sudden, cardiac Irregularity 
— and the cause is unknown. 

"We don't know what 
causes It, and If a person isn't 
attended to promptly, the 
victim usually dies." 

The 42-year-old singer- 
actor was found dead face 
down on the bathroom floor 
of his Memphis mansion at 
2:30 p.m. Aug. 16 by his road 
manager, Joe Esposito. A 
medical examiner said the 
singer might have been dead 
since 9 a.m. that day. 
Presley reportedly had 


played racquetball at his 
private court of his 
Graceland Mansion until 
almost 6'a.m. on the day of 
his death. 

Dr. Nlchopoulos, Presley's 
personal physician in 
Memphis and on tour, said no 
evidence of any Illegal drug 
use was present. The doctor 
confirmed that "Presley had 
been taking a number of diet 
pills, but that the medication 
did not contribute to the 
singer's death. 

Dr. Lewerenz met the 
famous rock-and-roll singer 
through Dr. Nichopoulos. "I 
met George playing • 
racquetball in a tournament 
a few years ago," Dr. 
Lewerenz recalled. "I played 
on the national pro circuit for 
about two years and met him 
at a tournment in Memphis. 

"When Elvis came to 
Sllverdome Stadium In 
Pontiac for a performance 
New Year's Eve 1975, he 
developed some problems 
with laryngitis. Dr. Nick 
called me and I was able to 
help with medication. I met 
Elvis about 6 p.m. that 
evening and found him to be 
a very personable, very 
tender person who was 
considerate of other people." 

Since that meeting. Dr. 
Lewerenz has co- 
participated in the care of 
Elvis while he was on tour, 
not only in Michigan but the 
entire midwestern United 
States. 

» Dr. Lewerenz, who just 
returned Sunday from a four- 
day trip to Memphis, is very 
upset by a book that's just 
been published by some of 
Presley's former personal 
bodyguards. In the book they 
say Elvis had a severe drug 
problem. 

"They're doing it simply 
for the money — that's all!" 
Dr. Lewerenz responded 
angrily. "Some people want 
to believe this about him and 
' It's just not true. 

"Stories about him being 
obsessed with guns also is not 
true. He liked to be alone 
with his friends — he was a 
down-to-earth country boy. I 
found him very tender and 
considerate, even very 
humble. 

"On tour he really cared 
about putting on a good 
performance for his fans. He 
didn't need the money — he 
cared about the people 
getting a quality per- 
formance. I was with him 
sometimes four days at a 
stretch and found him to be a 
real nice person and a good 
friend." 

Dr. Lewerenz vlsted 
Presley's Graceland Man- 
sion three times before his 
trip last week. "It Is ab- 
solutely picturesque.. .out of 
a dream. He had a 
racquetball court, swimming 
pool, horses and stables, and 
cars — Cadillacs, Mark 
Fives and Fours and others. 
He really liked cars. 

"There was a staff of 
personnel numbering about 
15 that took care of the 
grounds and house." 

Lewerenz, born and raised 
in Detroit, graduated In 1959 
from Detroit Eastern High 
School, since renamed King. 
He attended Kirksville 
College of Ostepathlc 
Medicine in Kirksville, Mo., 
and has had a general 
practice in Detroit the past 
five years. 

Many people the world 
over heard of Elvis Presley, 
listened to his 48 million- 
seller "gold" records and 
flocked to see him on the 
silver screen, but few people 
got to know Elvis personally. 

Dr. Fred Lewerenz was 
one of those fortunate few. 

"He was a gentleman and 
a dear friend. I'll miss him 
very much," he said. 
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Hurrah!

Lt. Henry Kuharsky of Trenton, 
president of the police group, said 
the one e-a- year event has become so 
popular that it is difficult to locate a 
park large enough to accomodate 
the crowds. 

“Every year I am amazed at the 
turnout,” Kuharsky said. “Where 


else will you see businessmen, 
political figures, judges, cops, 
lawyers and just ordinary working 
men having the time of their lives, 
eating and drinking as much as they 
please ?” 

The annual event — which is 
strictly a stag affair — is the major 
fund-raising activity for the police 
group. Proceeds are used for 
charitable endevors, sponsored by 
the organization. 

Explaining the traditional no- 
women policy Kuharsky said: “We 
are not a male chauvinist outfit, in 
fact we have women police officers 
in our ranks. But we can never find a 
park big enough with facilities to 
handle the needs of 7,000 men, let 
alone members of the opposite sex.” 

The police group was organized in 
1960 when command officers 
realized there was a need for the 
mutual exchange of ideas and 
discussions of problems. All of the 
members are working police of- 
ficers — there are no honorary 
members — and they come from 
every department in the county, the 
Michigan State Police and the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Office. 

Tickets, which sell for $10, can be 
purchased from any police officer or 
at the gate on Inkster Road, near 
Pennsylvania Road.

Legislature 'gets tough ' with criminals 


A Bail Denial Law and other 
measures recently approved by the 
House and Senate reflect the 
legislature’s “get tough” policy 
towards criminals, according to 
State Rep. Edward Mahalak (D-38th 
District). 

The newly signed law tightly 
restricts the right of bail for persons 
who are awaiting sentencing or have 
their convictions under appeal after 
having been convicted of a violent 
assaultive crime, Mahalak said. 

There will be automatic denial of 
bail unless the trial judge finds by 
clear and convincing evidence that 
the defendant would be no threat to 
others, if freed on bail and, in the 
case of an appeal, if the appeal 
raises an important question of law 
or fact which might lead to a 
reversal of the conviction. 

The law does require that there be 
a speedy hearing on an appeal if the 
defendant is denied bail, Mahalak 
said. 

The law applies to those convicted 
of assaultive crimes, which include 
murder, manslaughter, kidnapping, 
rape, robbery, felonious or 
aggravated assault intentional 
maiming or disfiguring and assault 
with intent to do great bodily harm, 
rape, rob or maim. 

“This new law should sub- 
stantially reduce the chance that a 
person convicted of a violent crime 
will commit another crime while out 
on bail during appeal, by requiring 
that there must be positive and 
persuasive evidence that he or she is 
not dangerous,” he added. “A 
person who had already shown a 
capacity for violence should be 
required to meet this standard 


before being freed from bail. 

“The requirement that an appeal 
raise a substantial question of law or 
fact should reduce the number of 
frivolous appeals that are filed only 
to gain the convicted felon’s release 
on bail.” 

The legislation was supported by 
the attorney general, the State 
Police, the State Bar of Michigan, 
the the Michigan Sheriffs 
Association and the Legislative 
Committee of the Michigan District 
Judges Association. 

The House also approved and sent 
to the Senate a series of bills which 
would crack down hard on heroin 
dealers, Mahalak said. 

The legislation would establish 
tough mandatory sentences for 
anyone convicted of dealing in more 
than 50 grams of illegal narcotics. 
The sentences range from either 10 
to 20 years in prison or probation for 
life for from 50 to 225 grams to 20 to 
30 years for 225 to 550 grams and life 
imprisonment for more than 650 
grams. 

The prison sentences could not be 
suspended and could not run con- 
currently with a sentence for 
another felony. Once sentenced to 
prison, there could be no parole, 
probation or time off for good 
behavior, he said. 

“The penalties imposed by these 
bills for major drug dealing are 
severe, but they are not inap- 
propriate in terms of the harm that 
drug dealers do to society, par- 
ticularly in the area of drug-related 
crime,” Mahalak said. 

The same package of bills would 
allow police to use court-authorized 
wiretapping to obtain evidence 


County hospital 
extends priviledge 
to private doctors

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has endorsed a 
medical service plan that would 
grant qualified private physicians 
full staff privileges at Wjyne County 
General Hospital in Westland. 

11)6 board’s endorsement of a 
resolution, introduced by Com- 
missioner Royce E. Smith, helps 
pave the way for increased use of the 
general hospital which would bering 
in additional needed revenues. 

The resolution directs the Board of 
County Institutions — which is the 
hospital governing body — and the 
hospital administration and medical 
staff to implement this open door 
policy as soon as possible. It was 
approved by the full Board of 
Commissioners Aug. 18. 

“I am delighted with the board’s 
action,” Smith (D-26th District) 
said. “I introduced the resolution in 
June out of concern for the hospital’s 
financial difficulties and because I 


felt one of the finest hospitals in the 
nation was being under-utilized. 

“It was obvious to me that unless 
new policies were adopted to allow 
greater community use of the 
hospital, it would continue to lose 
money and be forced to close.” 

Smith said the “first step already 
has been taken in allowing private 
doctors full staff privileges”. 

“The Obstetrics and Gynecology 
Department has just taken on five 
excellent community doctors who 
will now be able to make use of some 
of the most sophisticated equipment 
in the nation,” Smith explained. 

Smith said private physicians 
interested in joining the department 
should contact Dr. John R Gosling, 
director of the department. 

Smith emphasized he is very 
optimistic about the future of the 
general hospital now - both from a 
financial viewpoint and in its ability 
to better service the community. 
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against suspected major narcotics 
operations. The police agency would 
have to apply for the wiretap 
warrant through the office of the 
attorney general, and it would have 
to be approved by a 3-judge panel of 
the State Court of Appeals. 

The applications for wiretap 
warrants would have to 'establish a 
probable cause to believe that drug 
offenses are or. are about to be 
committed, described in detail the 
place where the wiretap would take 
place, and tell how long the wire- 
tapping would continue. 

Another bill sent to the senate 
would toughen up the concealed 
weapons law. 

The bill would set minimum 
mandatory sentences for illegally 
carrying a concealed weapon, 
Mahalak said. A first offense would 
carry a minimum penalty of a fine of 


$1,000 and as much as $200 in costs, 
provided the defendant had no 
previous felony conviction record. A 
second offense would require a 
minimum of one year im- 
prisonment. 

The bill also would extend the 
concealed weapons law to include 
firearms that are over 30 inches in 
length, which are not presently 
covered. This would bring sawed-off 
shotguns which are being used by 
criminals, under the law. 

Another bill, under Senate con- 
sideration after House approval, 
sets harsh penalties for persons 
convicted of using minors for por- 
nography or prostitution. Currently, 
the only crime for which an adult 
using children for such purposes can 
be prosecuted in Michigan is 
depraving the morals of a minor, 
which is a misdemeanor, he said. 


The bill would make it a felony to 
use minors or cause them to be used 
for pornography or prostitution, 
punishable by as much as 20 years in 
prison. There would be a penalty of 
as much as seven years im- 
prisonment for distributing child 
pornography, according to the state 
representative. 

A related bill, also sent to the 
senate, would set a penalty of as 
much as one year imprisonment 
and-or a fine of as much as $10,000 
for employing a minor for por- 
nographic purposes. 

The House acted quickly after the 


Michigan Supreme Court threw out, 
for technical reasons, a law which 
prohibits prison inmates from 
having weapons. 

The House approved a bill which 
reinstates that law, covering the 
court’s objections to the previous 
law. The bill is under Senate con- 
sideration. 

The Supreme Court decision, 
which involved a Southern Michigan 
Prison inmate charged with 
possession of a weapon, resulted in a 
situation under which a prisoner 
cannot presently be prosecuted for 
possessing a weapon in prison.

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PURAC meets 
with FCC 


I recently met with Steve Gorelick 
(Pup Dog) who is a member of 
PURAC. (Personal Use Radio 
Advisory Committee). The objective 
of this group is to furnish advice and 
recommendations on potential 
means of alleviating interference 
and enforcement problems 
currently being experienced in the 
Personal Radio Service. The above 
was taken directly from one of their 
reports. 

The fields, or task areas, 
discussed were: 

(1) Local interference problems; 

(2) Electromagnetic com- 
patibility; 

(3) User rule compliance; 

(4) Operator training programs; 

(5) Disseminating information; 

(6) Technical standards; 

(7) Part 95 readability; 

(8) Public safety uses of personal 
radio; 

(9) Personal use radio com- 
munications needs; 

(10) Equipment theft; and 

(11) General mobile radio service. 

This is what I could find out about 
what is happening in Washington 
with the Federal Communications 
Commission. 

In January of this year Mr. 
Gorelick became a member of, 
PURAC and decided to attend the 3- 
day meeting to discuss the 11-task 
areas mentioned above. The people 
involved in this group are from 
different parts of the country. Many 
of these people are very involved in 
REACT as is Mr. Gorelick. 

In April of this year Mr. Gorelick 
and another representative attended 
the meeting held in Washington. The 
meetings were held for three con- 
secutive days. On the first day of 
discussions there was nothing 
related to PURAC, but were related 
to various REACT teams across the 
area. Representatives were present 
from Chicago, Dallas and the 
Washington metropolitan area. 

On the second day Mr. Gorelick 
appeared at the FCC Headquarters 
in Washington, D.C., from ap- 
proximately 10 a.m. until 5p.m. that 
evening. The first task area 
discussed was user rule compliance. 
Mr. Gorelick said “the whole pur- 
pose behind the task area is to have 
the people who use the radios in the 
personal radio service comply with 
the rules, so that they don’t interfere 
with other people, cause television 
interference and so that they radio is 
available for everyone to use.” 

A 8-hour discussion was then held 
on how to help people comply with 
the rules that now exist. No final 
conclusions were reached, but 
further meetings are scheduled in 
the future. 

Hie next task area discussed was 
part 95 readability. Involved in this 


area was the FCC and P. Randall 
Knowles, Task Coordinator who had 
re-written Part 95 of the FCC Rules 
and Regulations. These rules and 
regulations are not yet prepared for 
publication. Mr. Gorelick said: 
“What we have done with Part 95 is 
re-write it into basic English. We 
have taken out the legalities and 
have simplified the rules so that you 
can understand them and so that if 
you understand them you will follow 
them.” One and a half days were 
spent tearing apart Part 95 and 
making it as simple to read and 
understand as possible. I was told by 
Mr. Gorelick that the revised ver- 
sion must now be re-read by the Law 
and Enforcement Division of The 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission to make certain that in the 
simplification there were no loop- 
holes left in that would enfringe upon 
their enforcement. 

The next task area discussed was 
safety uses of personal radio. The 
task coordinator was Nathan L. 
Maryn of Potomac, Md. The purpose 
of this task area is designed to help 
puDhc safety officers to utilize 
Citizens Band Radio. As I was told 
not much was accomplished in this 
area. 

“About the only thing we ac- 
complished is a recommendation to 
the FCC that they set aside the call 
letters starting with K and following 
up with the state’s postal initials and 
the four digits 0911, which will be 
recommended across the entire 
country.’” Anyone already 
possessing these digits presently 
will be asked to rdinguish these call 
signs. 

Another recommendation made 
was that the FCC hold back on 
issuing any further 0911 call num- 
bers, so that they may all be 
reserved for public agencies. 

When asked as to wether it was 
true that Citizen Band Radio would 
be moved to a higher frequency, Mr. 
Gorelick said: "We had an off-the- 
record discussion with one of the 
senior FCC representatives (and 
this is off the record) . He indicated 
to us that, there are no plans at 
present or in the near future to 
change the Citizen Band or Personal 
Use Radio frequencies and that they 
will not be expanding the number of 
channels. They will not be reserving 
any channels for any particular use 
except for Channel 9 which will 
maintain it’s emergency use.” 

“He said that sometime in the 
future, perhaps five or six years 
down the line, there may be a move 
to go the 250- or 220 - band and 
perhaps even up to the 400-band.” At 
the present time Class A Citizen 
Band Radio is up in the 460 band 
range. There are no plans for 
general usage there. For the 
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present time Citizen Band Radio will 
stay in the frequency it is now. 

Mr. Gorelick said: “Hopefully if 
we can get people to comply with the 
rules that exist, maybe even 
practice a little courtesy on the air, 
we will all be able to operate in the 40 
channels we have been alloted.” 

COMMENT: This writer has seen 
the revised copy of Part 95 of the 
FCC Rules and Regulations and may 
Isay to the people involved in the re- 
writing, a job well done. This is 
something that has been needed for 
a long time and hopefully this 
revised edition will be published. If 
it is there will be no excuse for 
anyone to say that they read the 
rules and regulations, but didn’t 
understand them. 

One other topic I discussed with 
Mr. Gorelick was linears. I asked 


him what were the chances of being 
caught by the FCC, if you have a 
linear in your possession. Here is 
what I was told. 

“The chances of getting caught 
are getting better and better and the 
prosecutions are getting more and 
more stringent, people are going to 
jail, and they are getting $10,000 
fines.”' 

I would like to thank Mr. Gorelick 
for taking the time for this in- 
terview. I found it to be very in- 
teresting as I’m sure all of you had. 
Once again, thank you Pup Dog for 
your time and co-operation.

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Avoid misunderstandings 

There's more to an apartment than rent

Renting an apartment house is 
more complicated than simply 
selecting a place, paying the rent on 
time and expecting full satisfaction 
from the landlord. Much misun- 
derstanding and frustration can be 
avoided, however, if tenants un- 
derstand and exercise both their 


rights and responsibilities. 

Before searching for an apart- 
ment or house, figure out your 
finances and set an absolute limit on 
what you will spend for housing. To 
prevent temptation, don’t even look 
at places renting for more than that 
amount. Remember to include all 
the extra expenses such as parking, 
maintenance work, water, garbage, 
electricity and heat which may not 
be covered by the regular rent. 


If utilities are extra, ask the utility 
company for past records of utility 
bills and be prepared for higher 
utility bills due to increasing energy 
costs. When utilities are included in 
the rent, see if there a re thermostats 
to regulate the heat or the place may 
be freezing in winter. If you are a 
low-energy consumer, you also may 
want to check the energy habits of 
the other tenants. Otherwise, your 
rent may reflect the other tenants’

County vows tight budget 
to borrow *27 million 


Wayne County’s 
Board of Com- 
missioners has pledged 
to “take such steps as 
are necessary” to limit 
rising costs which have 
forced the county to 
seek to borrow $27 
million to meet 
operating expenses for 
the balance of this year. 

Board Chairman John 
Barr of Dearborn 
Heights announced he 
would present a detailed 
“fiscal recovery plan” 
within a few days. 

The resol u ti on 
pledging to contain 
costs was adopted 
unanimously by the 
county legislators at an 
Aug. 18 board meeting. 
Barr sponsored the 
resolution. 

The commissioners 
underscored their 
resolve to clamp down 
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hard on spending bv 
holding up a long list of 
department requests 
pending receipt of 
Barr’s plan for dealing 
with the financial crisis. 

The promise of 
“stringent” economies 
was adopted as a 
prerequisite to getting 
approval from the 
Michigan Municipal 
Finance Commission 
for issuance of $27 
million in tax an- 
ticipation notes. 

Borrowing through 
the tax notes was 
recommended by the 
County Board of 
Auditors to meet payroll 
and other expenses for 
the balance of the fiscal 
year, ending Nov. 30. 
The loans will be repaid 
from tax receipts which 
come in shortly after the 
first of the year.

use of electricity. 

It’s the tenant’s responsibility also 
to look closely at an apartment or 
house before deciding to rent it. 

Consider the sound-conditioned 
construction of the place. Generally, 
the more solid the walls, the quieter 
the unit will be. Try out the range, 
refrigerator, dishwasher, exhaust 
fan and garbage disposal to see how 
well they work. Look around for 
storage space and electrical outlets 
in each room. Check the bathroom 
drains, toilet, shower and tub to see 
if they are in good working con- 
dition. You may also want to turn on 
two hot water faucets to see if you 
can get hot water in both places at 
the same time. 

Understanding the lease is 
another responsibility of the tenant 
A lease may be either a written 
document or an oral agreement 
between a tenant and the landlord 
outlining the conditions mutually 
acceptable for the rental place. Both 
are legally binding, but a written 
lease may give you more security if 
a problem arises with the landlord. 

Regardless of the type of lease, 
make sure all of its conditions are 
acceptable before agreeing to it. 
Don’t be afraid to ask the landlord to 
strike objectionable terms or add 
provisions which you would like. 

When you move in, the landlord 
must provide an inventory checklist 
which must be returned within seven 
days. Check each item on the list 
carefully and note other things 
which are damaged or need repair. 
You should also thoroughly sweep 
the carpet to discover any cigarette 
bums which may have been hidden 
by glued- on carpet fuzz. If there are 
several damaged items, ask to see 
the checklist the former tenants 
gave the landlord 

While living in the unit you have 
the responsibility to pay the rent on 
time and to keep the plaoe in a safe 
and sanitary condition. When 
repairs are needed, notify the lan- 
dlord immediately since waiting 
may increase the damage and cost. 
Except for normal wear and tear, 
you should return the rental unit to 
the landlord in the same condition as 
when you moved in. 

When moving out, you are 
required to provide the landlord with 
a forwarding address within four 
days and should return the keys. The 
landlord must then return the 
security deposit or a portion of it 
with a letter explaining the 
deductions within 30 days. If you 
disagree with the deductions, tell the 
landlord within seven days and 
demand what you believe is correct. 
The landlord must then return the 
difference or sue for damages.

Kindergartners may miss school this year 


Kindergarten children entering 
school in out-Wayne County this 
Septan ber will be excluded from 
school unless parents can provide 
proof that the children have 
received their required childhood 
disease immunizations. 

Dr. Perry Steams, county public 
health director, explained that 
parents will have eight week$ after 
school starts to either begin the 
required immunization series or 
complete a series already started. 
Dr. Stearns also announced that 
Health Department Immunization 
Clinics have expanded their 
schedules in order to accommodate 
the parents of the new school 
chilcken. 

Dr. Perry Stearns, county public 
health director, explained that 
parents will have eight weeks after 
school starts to either begin the 
required immunization series or 
complete a series already started. 
Dr. Steams also announced that 
Health Department Immunization 
Clinics have expanded their 
schedules in order to accommodate 
the parents of the new school 
children. 

The mandatory exclusion policy is 
based on a state law which has been 
in effect since 1955. A parent, who 


for religious reasons elects not to 
have their child immunized, must go 
to the child's school to sign an im- 
munization waiver. Outcounty 
school district officials have agreed 
to abide by the health department 
exclusion order. Local school 
districts have been working 
cooperatively with health depart- 
ment personnel for the past two 
months in preparation for the 
September school enrollee program. 

The Health Department plan 
requires that kindergarteners not 
immunized by Nov. 7 be excluded 
from school. Since aD childhood im- 
munizations cannot be given at 
the same time, children who have 
started their immunization series by 
the first exclusion date will be 
allowed to stay in school, but will be 
excluded on Feb. 1, 1978 if their 
school records show no attempt has 
been made to continue or complete 
the required series of shots. 

Some school districts, however, 
have elected to exclude children on 
the first day of school or at intervals 
earlier than Health Department 
guidelines. 

Dr. Stearns indicated that the 
Health Department’s “get tough" 
policy is essential because out- 
breaks of measles and other com- 
municable diseases are highest 


Riegle rejects 
gas guzzler tax 


U.S. Sen. Donald W. Riegle Jr. (D- 
Michigan) has rejected the proposed 
gas guzzler and standby gas taxes as 
“discriminatory measures whiph 
place the burden of conservation on 
one segment of society", and urged 
his colleagues to refuse to increase 
the price of gasoline. 

'The President told Congress 
April 20 that fairness would be the 
guiding principle throughout the 
development of the energy plan, 
stating that “none of our people 
must make an unfair sacrifice". It is 
this very same philosophy which is 
behind my opposition to the 
proposed gas guzzler and standby 
gasoline taxes," Sen. Riegle said in 
a letter to Senate Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Russell Long. 

The two gasoline tax proposals, 
Riegle said, place the burden of the 
cost of conservation on “those very 
people in our society who can least 
afford it," and that their impact 


“will fall unevenly on certain in- 
dividuals and industries". 

He added: “For example, the 
effect of the gas guzzler tax could 
very well deny large cars to the 
families who most need them. 
Families with children often do not 
have an option on the size car they 
buy, and they will be unable to 
respond to the incentive of a rebate 
or excise tax. The penalty-rebate 
system could thus become a 
regressive tax. People who need 
station wagons because of family 
size should not be penalized for it. 
They do not buy large cars as 
luxury, but out of need." 

The cost of larger cars will be 
increased try the penalty, gas guz- 
zler tax, Riegle said, “encouraging 
present owners of large cars to hold 
onto their cars longer than they 
normally would, instead of trading 
them in for smaller, fuel-efficient 
models".

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For youth employment 

Teens to help set job program policy 


Job programs for youth under the 
Wayne County Office of Manpower 
and its Advisory Planning Council 
will for the first time soon have 
young people themselves serving 
officially to help establish policy. 

Eight youngsters are being con- 
sidered for the Youth Subcommittee 
of the planning council which 
recommends on programs and 
expenditure of funds for youth 
employment, training and 
education. 

Dr. Jeannette Drew, chairman of 
the subcommittee, said youth 
representation in these decisions is 
required under pending federal 


legislation for youth programs, 
funded by the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act 
(CETA). 

This year the Manpower Office is 
administering $31 million in CETA 
funds, with more than 10 percent of 
that applied to youth programs 

The youths helping to guide these 
programs in the future will be 
selected by the Advisory Planning 
Council at its next meeting in Sep- 
tember. The council consists of two 
county commissioners and 15 other 
representatives from government, 
business, labor, education and 


community groups who advise the 
Manpower Office. 

After their names were solicited 
from various public agencies and 
social service organizations, the 
eight youths were invited to an 
advisory council meeting, Aug. 22, to 
learn about committee objectives 
and consider if they wanted to 
participate. 

Those under consideration are 
Gary Martin and Farrid Zarif, from 
the House of Pi in Detroit; Joan 
Broses, Taylor Youth Services; 
Theresa Jackson and Georgia 
Brown, Detroit Job Corps; Kevin 
Kales, from the Growth Works 


organization in Plymouth; and 
Rodney Ross and Tracey Watson, 
Highland Park Youth Services. 

Dr. Drew said the youths, all 
under age 21, will attend a board or 
committee meeting each month and 
will serve without pay, if selected. 

“I am pleased and impressed with 
their keen observation,” said Dr. 
Drew, “and I expect their con- 
tributions to be invaluable in these 
programs. “I think their in- 
volvement is an important new 
arrangement, and I believe a lot will 
be learned because of their 
presence.” 

“Even at the orientation meeting 


they were expressing concern about 
training programs for skills that 
they think are obsolete in the 
community,” Dr. Drew pointed out. 

Some in the group have prior 
history with community-based work 
experience programs and say they 
are against training programs that 
do not also help the trainee gain 
union membership, Dr. Drew ob- 
served. 

Others in the group said at the 
meeting that they feel youth can 
perform a special role in the job 
market by preparing for interim 
employment that is ignored by 
skilled adults. 


As examples, they cited small 
appliance and doorbell repairs that 
electricians are likely to avoid. 

Several agreed at the meeting that 
they also would like to see young 
workers in more human service 
jobs, such as working with other 
youth or the aged, as contrasted with 
industrial or commercial em- 
ployment. 

Dr. Drew is director of the County 
Office of Youth Services. The office 
itself is not a source of funds for 
youth services, but offers program 
advice and technical assistance to 
other agencies that are eligible for 
grants and other funds. 


Food stamp users 
get new cards 


Food stamp recipients have 
received a new kind of card that 
might cause some confusion, ac- 
cording to welfare department 
officials. 

The card, known as an 
“Authorization to Purchase Food 
Stamps” (ATP), identifies the 
recipient and shows them how much 
they have to pay to get a certain 
amount of food stamps. In order for 
the person to get the stamps, they 
must take their ATP card to a food 
, stamp sales center to be redeemed. 

But here’s where the problem 
starts. 

The new card people will get in the 
mail really isn’t a card. Welfare 
department officials describe it as a 
form that can be read by a com- 
puter, a card that should not be 
folded, torn or soiled. Officials are 
afraid that recipients might fold the 
card up or put it in their wallet or 
purse like their old ATP cards 
before going to the food stamp sales 
office. 


Another problem is that recipients 
are not supposed to sign the new 
card until they present it to the food 
stamp sales cashier. Recipients 
used to be required to sign the ATP 
card before bringing it to the sales 
centers. 

Welfare officials are reminding 
recipients that they will get a notice 
explaining the new food stamp 
procedure with their new ATP 
forms. If clients buy their stamps 
twice a month, they will receive 
their ATP f orm on the 1 st and 15th of 
that month. If they buy the stamps 
just once a month, they will get the 
ATP form on the first of the month. 

Department officials said the 
reason they were using the new form 
was because the volume of food 
stamp recipients had increased so 
much in the last couple of years a 
computer was needed to process all 
the paperwork.

Roles are changing 1 14 

American housewives: What's their status? 


'There are a number of ... 
injustices ... which are being 
recognized today ... ' 


The American housewife: Does 
her Job have the status it deserves? 

Definitely not, but there is hope for 
change in the foreseeable future. 


Growing enroDment has forced 
the Huron VaDey Girl Scout Council 
to expand its annual recruitment 
drive and to offer a new service to 
local businesses, according to its 
president, Frances Bauer of 
Plymouth. 

The organization, which now 
serves nearly 18,000 girls each year, 
is assisted by more than 2,500 adult 
volunteers. The increase has totaled 
more than 1,000 members this past 
year. The council provides the Girl 
Scout program in Washtenaw, 
Livingston, western Wayne and 
northern Monroe counties. 

“People are beginning to 
recognize that Girl Scouts provides 
experiences in leadership and 
organization that few girls can get 
elsewhere," Mrs. Bauer said. 
“We’ve been working at developing 
happy, resourceful, responsible 
a'Nlts since 1912, and today it’s 
more important than ever!” 

The local recruitment drive is 
aimedatmenand women of all ages 
and interests, asweD as former Girl 
Scouts, people attracted by the 
organizations opportunities for 
professional experience and free 
training in interpersonal, 
management skills and group 
leadership. 

New to this year is an approach to 
area businesses. The Council is 
offering to bring Girl Scout volun- 


That’s the opinion of one out- 
spoken activist in the controversial 
field of “housewives’ rights,” Susan 
Brown, a founder and officer of 


leer spokesmen to lunch hour 
gatherings of interested employees. 
The volunteers will not make formal 
speeches but will be able to answer 
questions about the satisfactions of 
the fun of being a Girl Scout 
volunteer. 

“Some working people are bored 
with watching television every 
night. They would like to do 
something to make their community 
a better place in which to raise 
children. They just haven’t realized 
that Girl Scouts is a great way to 
enliven their lives and enrich those 
of others”, Mrs. Bauer said 

She pointed out, however, that not 
all potential vohirteers become 
troop leaders. Each is interviewed 
by a local troop services director 
who attempt to match a person’s 
interest with the right volunteer job. 
A particular person may make a 
better teacher of adults than a troop 
leader and enjoy it more. 

There are openings for more than 
70 troop leaders throughout the 
council and as many assistant 
leaders. CThe full compliment is 
625.) In addition, volunteer 
management teaching and writing 
positions are available.

Housewives NOW. 

Besides her leadership role in the 
branch of the National Organization 
of Women ( NOW ) that’s working for 
housewives’ rights, Brown also is a 
member of the Kentucky Fried 
Chicken “Time Out Institute.” The 
Institute was created to examine the 
changing role of the housewife in 
American society from a wide 
variety of viewpoints and per- 
spectives. 

According the Brown, the question 
of housewives’ status has many 
implications — economic, legal, 
sociological and psychological. 

“There are a number of specific 
injustices that affect housewives 
which are being recognized today, 
public discussion and awareness of 
the homemaker’s problems are 

beginning to evolve,” Brown said. 
"Hopefully this ’public airing’ will 
lead to resolving some erf her 

problems and help further the legal 
and economic equality of the 

housewife.” 

In the economic area, major 

issues under discussion that would 
improve the housewife’s status — in 
her own eyes, those of her spouse 
and those of society — include wages 
for housewives, Social Security 
reform and credit reform. 

“One of the major reasons that 
housewives suffer from generally 
low status is the fact they work 
without pay,’’ the NOW activist 
said. “They have little economic 
status or security of their own.” 

i 

Some families have informal 
systems of wage payments for 
housewives, Brown admits, she 
notes this can help only on an in- 
dividual basis. 

“Even if a payment agreement 
between husband and wife is for- 
malized, written down and 
notarized, it is not enforceable in a 
court of law. And it does not enable 
the housewife to qualify for typical 
worker’s benefits such as work- 
man’s compensation, unem- 
ployment insurance or Social 
Security.” 

Brown points out that only a wage 
earner can benefit from the Social 
Security system and that a 
housewife is eligible for dependent’s 
benefits only if she’s been married a 
minimum of 20 years. So, if a couple 
are divorced after 19 years or less of 
marriage, the wife never will 
receive Social Security benefits 
unless she herself has held a job 
outside the home. 


There is hope in sight for the legal 
resolution of this aspect of the 
homemaker’s dilemma, Brown 
noted. She cited the Fraser-Keys Bill 
which is designed to give the 
maximum number of adults their 
own Social Security wage records on 
which to collect benefits. These 
records would be adjusted annually 
to credit each spouse with the higher 
of either 50 percent of the couple’s 
combined earnings or 75 percent of 
the highest salary either makes. 
Partners may marry, be widowed, 
divorce or remarry without losing 
benefits. 

The same principle of dividing the 
“accrued benefits” from the 
marriage partnership currently 
does legally apply to housewives’ 
establishment of their own in- 
dividual credit records. 

“Any homemaker who, after 
years of marriage, has found herself 
'husbandless’ — either through 
death of a spouse or divorce — is 
also faced with the loss of her credit 
rating,” she explained. “She soon 
finds that establishing her own is 
extremely difficult.” 

Brown strongly advocates that 
housewives take aD the necessary 
steps to insure development of 
personal credit ratings, She 
suggests they: 

—Apply for credit cards in their 
own names at stores they frequent; 

—Start savings accounts in their 
names at local banks; and, 

—Write companies in which they 
and their husbands have joint ac- 
counts and formally request 
separate credit files in both names. 

“Although the laws are changing 
to help the housewife obtain her own 
credit history, it still is a difficult 
task.” 

While progress is being made in 
some areas of homemakers’ rights, 
others are facing setbacks, Brown 


says. She believes that passage of 
the Equal Rights Amendment would 
benefit housewives more than any 
other segment of the population. 

“It would give housewives greater 
equality in the areas of economic 
security, property rights, child 
support and widow’s benefits than 
she has ever had before,’’ she ex- 
plained. 

Discussing the psychological 
aspects of the housewife’s status is 
the most difficult area of all, Brown 
believes. 

“There is a prevailing attitude 
that housewives are not as 
productive or interesting as em- 
ployed women. There’s no sense 
arguing that many of a housewife’s 
chores — such as making beds, 
doing laundry, etc. — require

tremendous intelligence. However, 
money management and child 
guidance— two of the k ey aspects of 
her job — do require both talent and 
brains. I t’s time that wepaid respect 
and money to those who conquer this 
career.” 

She admits that several of the 
suggested reforms elicit backlash 
from many homemakers — “some 
housewives are comfortable with 
their roles and the interpretation of 
laws affecting them.” 

But Brown adds that the status 
problem really becomes relevant for 
homemakers when they find them- 
selves out of their 24-hour-a-day, 
7-days-a-week job of wife, mother 
and household manager. In fact, 
statistics show this eventually 
happens to a great majority of all 
housewives— through the death of a

husband, divorce or the growing up 
of children 

“Most housewives are not 
prepared for the adjustments and 
when they find themselves 
unemployed’, the injustices they 
previously felt did not affect them 
personally really cause them per- 
sonal and economic difficulties,” 
she said. “Homemakers who, often 
by necessity, find themselves 
looking for an outside job, are 
confronted by often- unexpected and 
very major problems 

“Their chances to find adequate 
employment are slim due to their 
years out of the job market Add to 
this the lack of quality, affordable 
child care and the limited amount of 
counseling available to housewives 
returning to work and the problem 
multiplies. 

“As the needs of women change, 
must the role of the housewife. Even 
if that means training for a new 
career.” 

And what about Ms. Brown's 
“career?” 

“As a housewife — and mother of 
three young children — I want my 
career to reflect my goals,” she 
explained. “Our family is dedicated 
to togetherness and, within reason, 
we share household tasks, 
recreation and ourselves.”

Vincent Price will appear at 
Detroit’s Music Hall Center for one 
week, beginning Sept, 13. on the 
first stop of his national tour in 
“Diversions and Delights,” the 
critically-acclaimed portrayal of 
Oscar Wilde, the irascible wit and 
playwright.

Time to wrap up garden chores 


As the days get shorter and the 
kids go back to school, the emphasis 
in the garden is on wrapping up the 
season and preparing for winter. 
Extension specialists at Michigan 
State University suggest the 
following garden activities are 
timely in September: 

— Before Sept. 15, sow grass seed 
on a seedbed prepared last month. 

— Kill broadleaved weeds in 
established lawns. 

— Spot-seed bare spots in your 
lawn with similar grass species. 
Loosen the soil surface before 
seeding, and firm it afterward. 
Water daily — more than once, if 
necessary — until seedlings are 
firmly established. 

— water established lawns once a 
week during dry periods. New lawns 
need daily light watering until the 
new grass plants are well 
established 

—Plant peony, iris, day lily, phlox 
and other spring or summer 
blooming perennials. 

— Bring in houseplants and potted 
azaleas before the first frost. Check 
them carefully for insects, and treat 
problems as necessary. Place 
azaleas in a cool, partially shaded 
spot Be prepared for some leaf 


The proof of the popularity of 
Associated Newspaper's annual trip 
to New York City is the number of 
persons who sign up for the tour.

— After the first killing frost, dig 
tender bulbs like dahlias, cannas 
and tuberous begonias. Cut off dead 
foliage, leaving a short stub, and 
store the bulbs in a cool, dry place in 
moist sand or peat moss. Check 
them occasionally and discard any 
that show signs of mold, disease or 
insect damage

— Around Sept. 1, begin giving 
your Christmas cactus 12 hours of 
complete darkness and night 
temperatures below 70 degrees to 
induce it to flower around the 
holidays. 

Beginning Sept. 20, to about Dec. 
1, keep poinsettia plants in total 
darkness from 5 p.m. to 8 am. every 
day to force them into bloom by 
Christmas. 

— Keep spraying roses for insect 
and disease control. 

— Do not fertilize roses, trees, 
shrubs and other ornamentals now. 
This would stimulate new growth 
that would be very susceptible to 
winter injury. 

— Prune dead, diseased or 
damaged limbs from trees. 

— Plant ground covers, 
evergreens, trees and shrubs. Water 
thoroughly and mulch after plan- 
ting. 

— During dry periods, water trees 
and shrubs, especially evergreens 
and newly planted stock, thoroughly 
once a week until the ground freezes

— Continue to weed the vegetable 
garden to keep weeds from going to 
seed. 

— Minimize fruit disease and 
insect problems next year by 
cleaning up fallen leaves, twigs and 
fruits and disposing of them. 

— Continue disease and insect 
control programs for vegetables and 
fruits. 

— Let pumpkins and squash get 
thoroughly ripe before you harvest 
them. 

— Extend your gardening season 
by protecing vegetable crops 
against the first frost or two. You 
may get as much as an extra month 
of production. 

— Prune old fruiting canes and 
diseased canes from raspberry 
plants. Canes that produced fruit 
this year will not bear again and 
may harbor disease organisms or 
insects. 

— Store leftover flower and 
vegetable seeds in tightly sealed 
jars in a cool, dark, dry place. 

— Harvest herbs for drying. Dig 
parsley, chives and other herbs out 
of the garden and pot to grow in- 
doors during the winter. 

— After the final garden harvest, 
plow up the soil and plant a cover 
crop of rye to plow under in the 
spring. This will add nutrients and 
organic matter to the soil. 

— As leaves fall, chop or grind 
them and put them on the compost 
pile. Chopped finely and mixed with 
soil and fertilizer, they will 
decompose and provide you with a 
good supply of leafmold to improve 
garden soil. 

— Dispose of leftover dabs of 
pesticides and empty 

— Dispose of leftover dabs of 
pesticides and empty containers 
safely. Store large amounts of lef- 
tover pesticides in air-tight con- 
tainers in a dark, dry storage place 
that can be securely locked. 

— Watch for elm leaf beetles in- 
vading homes in search of over- 
wintering shelter. A malathion 
spray around doors and wall cracks 
may help control them.

Automobile Club of Michigan. 

“Since school-aged children are 
unpredictable and impulsive, it is 
important that motorists be extra 
alert, especially for the 160,000 
students starting kindergarten this 
September,” said Arthur C. Gibson, 
Auto Club’s safety and traffic 
engineering manager. “About 40 
percent of the state’s 2.5 million 
students in grades kindergarten 
through 12 ride buses to class.” 
Gibson urged motorists, including 
school bus drivers, to drive 
cautiously and reduce their speed in 
school areas 

Through its “School’s Open- 
Drive Carefully” campaign, now in 
its 31st year, Auto Club promotes the 
importance of traffic safety to 
motorists, parents and students 
during the school year. 

“It is essential that those three 
groups take the necessary safety 
steps to help Michigan cut down on 
traffic deaths and injuries involving 
school-aged children,” Gibson 
stated. 

In the 1976-77 school year, five 
youngsters lost their lives in bus- 


related accidents, an increase of two 
deaths over the previous year 

Another 72 school-aged 
pedestrians — aged 5 to 14 years — 
were killed last year— many of them 
while walking to and from school. 

“Many of these deaths occurred 
because students were unaware of 
the danger of crossing streets to and

from school and because motorists 
were inattentive or driving too fast 
for conditions,” Gibson explained. 

Auto Gub warned that rear-end 
collisions occur too frequently 
because drivers realize too late that 
vehicles in front of them have 
stopped for school buses

should be a warning to motorists 
that traffic may come to a stop and 
they should be prepared to take 
similar action,” Gibson said. 

The Auto Gub suggests that 
parents teach children these simple 
rules for riding the bus or walking to 
school: 

—Walk only on the sidewalk. If 
there is none, walk facing traffic on 
the shoulder of the road 

—Watch for turning cars and 
never cross between parked 
vehicles. 

—Leave home in plenty of time to 
arrive at the bus stop and stay well 
off the roadway while waiting to be 
picked up. 

—Remain seated while the bus is 
moving and keep hands and arms 
inside at all times. 

—After leaving the bus, walk at 
least 10 steps ahead of it before 
crossing the road, waiting for the 
driver to signal it is safe. Never 
cross at the back of the bus. 

Motorists are reminded to be 
extra cautious when seeing a bus in 
the distance since children running 
to catch it sometimes forget to look 
before crossing roadways. Drivers 
also should stop at least 10 feet in 
front or in back of a bus when it is 
picking up or dropping off children 
on any road without barriers or 
dividers between lanes. That is a 
state law.

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SASAC takes stand of heroin clinics 


The Wayne County Substance 
Abuse Services Advisory Council 
(SASAC) has made a position 
statement on the potential com- 
munity problems that could arise as 
a result of heroin being made 
available in clinics. 

SASAC membership consists of 12 
appointees, made by the mayor of 
Detroit, and 12 appointees, made by 
the chairman of the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners. 

The group in the position 
statement on heroin maintenance 
said it would not change criminal 
behavior, reiterated its opposition to 
the use of methadone to maintain 
addicts and that heroin clinics would 
create centers for congregation of 
addicts in neighborhoods 
surrounding the clinics. 

In its statement, the council said: 
“...There is wide belief that heroin 
addicted persons are responsible for 
the majority of urban crime. But 
there have been sufficient studies to 
indicate that this is unsupported by 
facts. 

“Secondly, there is a myth that 


heroin addiction is a character 
disorder, which occurs because of a 
dependent, immature, 
manipulative, hostile personality. 

“There is again sufficient 
evidence to understand that many 
persons become addicted as a kind 
of life-style or career because of a 
lack of stimulating education and 
meaningful employment. Addiction 
provides meaning to the life of the 
addicted person, even if it is ap- 
parently a negative meaning.” 

The council went on to say that 
“the problem of heroin addiction 
poses an opportunity for other 
persons who wish to make a business 
or career of managing ‘deviants’ for 
the rest of society.*' 

The panel has come out opposing a 
heroin maintenance program, as put 
forth in a legislative proposal, 
citing: “We believe that the con- 
nection between heroin addiction 
and crime has not been shown to be 
conclusive. Heroin by itself does not 
create personality changes which 
could result in criminal acts. 

“Although some crime is com- 


mitted by addicts to support their 
habits, such crime generally is 
against property rather than per- 
sons, others acts of crime are a 
result of adaptive behavior to the 
environment. 

“Crime is committed by addicts 
and non-addicts. The provision of 
free heroin is legally sanctioned 
settings will not change criminal 
behavior which has evolved as a 
part of our contemporary social 
order." 

The SASAC also said it believes 
heroin addiction can be treated and 
that addicted persons should not be 
maintained or kept on any addictive 
drug for life. 

“The Substance Abuse Services 
Advisory Council opposed the use of 
methadone to maintain or keep 
addicted persons dependent on a 
drug except when absolutely 
necessary or medically indicated. 
We certainly oppose the use of 
heroin for this purpose.” 

The council position statement 
also indicated that the council feels 
that the administrative problems of 


such a program would far more 
complicated than those involved 
with methadone maintenance, 
raising such questions as who would 
be eligible for heroin maintenance. 

It went on to say such a setup 
would require addicts to receive four 
to five shots per day and questioned 
whether the staff could deliver 
quality service under conditions of 
manpower shortage and problems 
associated with the larger number of 
client visits. 

The position statement also in- 
dicated that council foresees a 
congregating of addicts in the neigh- 
borhoods surrounding heroin 
maintenance clinics, all too-often 
located in working-class poor, black, 
hispanic, whites and other low in- 
come class neighborhoods. 

The council also feels that since 
the methadone maintenance 
program has created a large 
number of methadone addicts, 
heroin maintenance will invoke 
similar results. It cited the British 
experience in heroin maintenance, 
saying that “the heroin addicted 


population has not decreased rather, 
it attracted more non-addicts as well 
as recreational users into heroin 
treatment”. 

“There are multiple ways to treat 
and rehabilitate heroin addicts,” the 
position statement stated “There 
are chemicals to relieve symptoms, 
there are non-addictive d*ugs to help 
addicts to withdraw from heroin. 


there is counseling and there are 
therapuetic communities. 

“Society will do well to enhance 
supportive services in providing 
therapy, counseling, job training 
and placement services to addicts so 
they may become drug -free and 
return to the mainstream of a 
productive labor force."

Almost any evening you'll see them. Determined 
looking men in chest waders, carrying long rods in one 
hand and a lantern in the other. With a knowing smile on 
their faces they trudge through the sand toward the 
waters edge. 

They’re part of the growing number of people who are 
finding the shoreline of lakes Michigan and Huron, at 
dusk, the site of one of the most rewarding types of fishing 
imaginable. 

Large steelhead, browns, an occasional laker, and in the 
fall, salmon are in the shallow water gorging themselves 
on the small bait fish that abound there. 

Almost any river or small stream will attract these fish 
so it’s not hard to find a place to fish. The ranks of surf 
casters are still small so there is usually plenty of room; 
and on some nights you’ll be all by yourself. 

Some of the better spots on the Lake Michigan side are 
the Otter, Brewe, and Acme Creeks, and the Boardman, 
Platte and Sable Rivers. The Lake Huron side hosts a 
considerable number of fish in Harrisville, Oscoda, 
Tawas, Au Gres, and at the Whitnev Drain. 

The surf casters seem to be about evenly divided into 
two groups; the lure throwers and the bait washers. With 
the lure throwers any lure that will cast well produces 
fish. Little Geos, Kastmasters, and Rapalas are very 
effective. 

When you cast your lure out, begin your retreive, 
and suddenly have your line come to a jerking halt as 15 
pounds of steelhead goes screaming out, your pulse will 
jump 20 percent.

The method I prefer and have found the most productive 
for me is “bait washing**. 

I use a super sensitive 12 foot and a Mitchell 300 with 300 
yards of 8 pound test line. A small egg sinker, a barrel 
swivel, a No. 14 hook, and a 4-foot leader of 2 to 4 pound 
test completes the rig. 

With the addition of my waders, fishing vest, battery 
powered head lamp, spawn bags and a bag of small 
marshmallows I’m ready to go fishing. 

I force the marshmallow on the hook until it just clears 
the shank. Next I hang on a 4-6 egg spawn bag. The small 
marshmallow seems to act as an attractor and it also 
keeps my spawn bag floating off the bottom. 

Casting into the stream’s influence in the lake, I slowly 
creep the bait back in. With the small No. 14 hook it’s not 
necessary to set the hook. 

At the slightest hesitation I merely lift the rod tip and 
hang on. With the 2-4 pound test leader there is no way that 
you can “horse” a fish in. 

I set my drag as light as possible and use my index 
finger for a brake. 

I steelhead my run out 75 yards before turning; but out 
in the surf there are few snags. As long as you don’t get 
excited and apply too much pressure you’re in good shape. 

One fish can make it worthwhile, and the first time one 
takes 300 yards of line and keeps going you’re hooked. So 
try it. 

Or better yet take your son with you. I know of no better 
place for a boy to be than fishing with his father in 
Michigan’s surf.
